THE PHILIPPINES. 

’ Prespects Summed-up by British 
Vice-Consul. 

Mr Sinclair, British Vice-Consul at 
Manila, writes a very interests report 
an the Philippines Islands, . ‘The following 
are his concluding remarks on the genoral 
situation -—'‘To summarize, the Istunds 
aro pacified, but in an impoverished condi. 
tion consequent on the events of: the past 
yeura, Not ovly hus there been yreat loss 
of life among the natives,owing to war, 
rinderpest and «@ disease called ‘surra’ 
have reduced the supply uf draught ani- 
yanis to such an extent that all cultiva- 
tion is seriously hampered. . Rice, the 
staple food of the Isldnds, has suffered 
most seriously, 48 not only has the actual 
amount planted been smalier- than naual, 
but owing todrought the last year’s erop 
wag light. A land tox is now being im- 
posed and collected by the Insular Goyern- 
ment on the basis of 1 per cent. 
of the yross value for 1901, 12 per cent. 
for 1902, to rise to 2 per cent. in 1993. A 
very large aiount of money has been put 
in circulation by the Goverment in pay- 
inent for labour as well as by the large 
umber -of troops in the Ixtands, This 
has, howover, mainly aflucted the Ishouring 
elass, and the keepers of small stores and 
saloons, The Jabourers, although their
